The  Baccalaureate  Degree  Medical  Technologist  as  a  member  of  rhe  health  care  ream  is  responsible  for 
assuring  reliable  resrs  results  which  contribute  to  the  prevenrion,  diagnosis,  prognosis  and  rrearmenr  of 
physiological  and  parhological  conditions  Designing  ond  implementing  cost-effective  administrarive  proce- 
dures for  laboratories  and  evaluaring  processes  for  educanon  and  conrinued  education  of  laborarory 
personnel  are  duries  of  rhe  Medical  Technologist  A  Medical  Technologist  is  responsible  for  developing  and 
moniroring  Qualiry  Assurance  sysrem. 

Employmenr  opportunities  are  available  to  the  Medical  Technician  and  the  Medical  Technologist  in 
hospiral  laboratories,  medical  cenrers,  clinics,  physicians'  offices,  pharmaceutical  firms  and  research 
insrirutions.

This  program  is  inrended  ro  provide  substantial  education 
and  career-orienred,  supervised  work  experience  specific  ro  rhe  performance  of  a  number  of  exisring  new  and 
enrry-level  or  poraprofessional  jobs  in:  communiry  menral  healrh  serrings;  programs  for  rhe  elderly,  programs  for 
prevennon  and  rrearmenr  of  alcohol,  drug,  and  child  abuse;  and  in  orher  functional  specializarion  wirhin  rhe  broad 
specrrum  of  menral  healrh  and  human  services.

The  physician  assistant  profession  is  an  exciring  health  man-power  innovation 
which  has  emerged  during  the  past  two  decades.  The  physician  assistant  is 
qualified  by  academic  and  clinical  training  to  deliver  patient  care  under  the 
supervision  of  a  licensed  physician  who  is  responsible  for  the  performance  of 
that  assistant.  The  basic  job  description  of  a  physician  assistant  includes  history- 
taking,  physical  examination,  and  other  diagnostic  procedures,-  assessment  and 
formulation  of  treatment  plans  for  primary  care  problems,  carrying  our  a 
therapeutic  plan;  performing  direct  therapy  such  as  suturing,  injections,  and 
casting,-  patient  education,  and  counselling 

The  Hahnemann  curriculum  consists  of  two  semesters  of  didactic  work, 
followed  by  one  year  of  clinical  rotations  and  preceprorship  experiences.  The 
interweaving  of  didactic  and  clinical  material  is  an  important  component  of  the 
curriculum  in  every  phase. 

Hahnemann  graduate  physician  assistants  work  in  most  states,  and  in  many 
different  kinds  of  in-patient  and  out-patient  health  care  delivery  sires.

Upon  graduation  from  Hahnemann,  I  hope  ro  continue  my 
training  in  a  post-graduate  residency,  or  perhaps  work  wirh  rhe 
World  Health  Organization.

Respirarory  Therapy  includes  rhe  rrearmenr,  management,  conrrol,  diagnosric  evaluation  and  care  of  rhe 
parienrs  wirh  deficiencies  and  abnormalines  assooared  wirh  rhe  cardiopulmonary  system.  Individuals  under 
rhe  care  of  rhe  respirarory  rherapisr  range  from  rhe  premarure  infanr  ro  rhe  elderly  suffering  from  a  variery  of 
acure  and  chronic  conditions  rhar  are  eirher  life  Threatening  or  disabling. 

The  respirarory  rherapisr  is  a  life  supporr  speciolisr  and  funcrions  as  a  member  of  rhe  crincal  care  ream 
Through  proper  respirarory  care  and  managemenr,  many  parienrs  are  now  being  returned  ro  an  acrive  life. 
While  crirical  care  is  essential,  rhe  care  of  non-crirical  patients  is  just  as  imporranr.  Patients  suffering  from  chronic 
disease  such  as  emphysema  and  cysric  fibrosis  and  parienrs  wirh  acure  pulmonary  disrress  such  as 
experienced  during  recovery  from  surgery,  require  rhe  services  of  rhe  respirarory  rherapisr.  Hospirals  are  rhe 
single  largesr  employer  of  respirarory  rherapy  personnel.  Wirh  rhe  growing  number  of  cardiopulmonary 
disorders  and  advances  in  rhe  field,  employmenr  opportunities  are  increasing. 

The  Program  offers  rwo  courses  of  srudy,  borh  of  which  prepare  rhe  srudenr  for  an  enrry  level  posirion  as  a 
fully  trained  respirarory  rherapisr.  The  firsr  course  requires  rwo  years  (21  monrhs)  of  srudy  and  leads  ro  rhe  as- 
sociate in  science  degree.  The  second  course,  designed  for  individuals  having  already  successfully  complered 
rwo  or  more  years  of  college,  requires  one  year  of  srudy  and  leads  ro  a  Cernficare  At  the  completion  of  ei- 
ther of  rhese  courses,  rhe  graduare  is  eligible  ro  sit  for  rhe  enrry  level  Cerrified  Respirarory  Therapy  Technician 
(C.R.T.T.)  resr  and,  afrer  one  year  of  employmenr  in  rhe  field,  rhe  Registered  Respirarory  Therapisr 
examinarion  (RRT).  The  Program  is  accredired  by 
Accredirarion  (CAHEA/AMA)  in  conjuncrion  wirh  rhe 
Educarion.
